Dr. and Mrs. Loren B. Doxey are un- 
der arrest at Columbus, Neb., according 
to a press dispatch Thursday to the 
Post-Dispatch, on charges brought 
against them by Miss Kate Erder of 
3834A Wyoming street, St: Louis, sister 
of the late William J. Erder, former 
husband of Mrs. Doxey. 

The arrest was followed by Miss 
Erder’s discovery that her brother wa 
not legally married. Dr. and Mrs. Doxey 
were married three years ago. Erder 
and a woman identified as Mrs.’ Doxey 
were gnarried last April. During Erder’s 
life 4 supposed the marriage to be 
legal. He died last July, after a week’s 
illness. 

Mrs. Erder was formerly Dora Fuller, 
the daughter of a farmer living near 
Joy, Ill. She was married there in 1895 
to Robert L. Downing, a shoe mer- 
chant. They lived together almost 10 
years. They had three children, all of 
whom dled. 

In 1904, after rumors had connected 
Mes. Downing’s name with that of her 
family physician, Dr. L. B. Doxey, 
Mrs. Downey left Joy. 

Doxey Sued for Alienation. 

Dr. Doxey was sued by Downing on 
charges of alienating the affections of 
his wife, and the case was settled out 
of court. Doxey then moved to Wash- 
burn, Io. Downing divorced his wife, 
and a few months later Mrs. Downing 
became the wife of Dr. Doxer. 

About three years ago ‘‘Miss Dora le 
Gear,’’ now identified as Mrs. Doxey, 
became, acquainted with William Erder 
St. Louis by the name of Dora Dodds. 
In a short time she left St. Louis and 
Was gone two years. She returned to 
this city in the early part of 1909 and 
again met Erder.. She was tien known 
to him by the name of Mrs. Dora Dodds, 
explaining that during her absence she 
bad .been married to a man naméd 
Dodds, and that he died of typhoid 
fever six months after their marriage 
at Chicago. " 
The records at Clayton show that Mrs.

SHESRY. ae ee hk ~One body was 
tuken from the shaft of the St. Paul 
Coal Co.’s mine shortly, after noon to- 
day, the party of three rescuers having 
reached the second level. 

The body has not been identified, but 
ii is not burned. Death apparently was 
from asphyxiation. 

It has been found that an attempt to 
ehter the main shaft, while hazardous, 
still is feasible. 

The body, the first to be found, was 
Brought to the juncture of the gallery 
end the ventilating shaft. Inspector 
Taylor announced that he would next 
enter the main shaft, If a landing can 
be made from this shaft on the second 
gallery it is expected many bodies will 
be found. 

At 1 o’clock p,m J. W. Paul 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey of Pittsburg entered the air 
shaft and was lowered to the bottom. 
He was armed with hatchets and ax, 
and carried ropes and boards. The 
boards he expected to use to make a 
landing’ from the cage into the mine 
gallery. 

Paul quickly completed his mission 
and came to the surface, where he 
was joined by George H. Rice and R. 
¥. Williams for the second descent. All 
left letters to be mailed to their fam- 
ilies in case of death. 

After the preliminary exploration into 
the airshaft last night, the inspectors 
and mining experts reported an encour- 
aging condition, and it' was determined 
not to loge a minute to take advantage 
of the low temperature at the bottom 
ef the emergency shaft. It was decided 
to reinforce the airshaft, to erect a 
scaffold to which will be attached hoist- 
ing apparatus and to explore inte the 
veins of the mine as far as human en- 
durance will permit. 

Dead Bodies Reported Seen, 
. Barly today it was reported that R. 
Y. Williams, who went into the shaft 


Hast night, had seen bodies in the sec- 


ond gallery not far from the shaft. 


fy. After a midnight conference of in- 
spectors and officials, however, carpen- 
ters, masons and laborers were sent for, 
and before morning work of preparing 
for the task of today had begun. 

It ig proposed to lower two men 
équipped with oxygen helmets into the 
shaft. They will enter the galleries and 
penetrate as far toward the main shaft 
as they can. If bodies are found they 
will be fastened to the tackle and 
raised, 

The exploration last night revealed at 
the bottom of the air shaft that there 
was less smoke and gas than there had 
been at any time since the fire started 
last Saturday. The temperature had 
also fallen. In this shaft the ther- 
mometer registered only 78 degrees. In 
the main shaft at the same time the 
temperature registered 110. This dif- 
ferehce in the temperature mystified 
the mine inspectors. 

Walle May Have Collapsed. 

It may be that the walls of the gal- 
leries have collapsed somewhere be- 
tween the air vent and the main shaft. 
If this proves to be the case there is 
little hope' that many of the dead can 
be recovered at this time. If the ex- 
plorers are able to reach the main shaft 
its seal also will be broken and search-

“I was filled with anxiety when 
I gave two squeezes on the autg- 
mobile horn, ag the signal to low- 
er. Slowly we went down, the 
dense steam wrapping over the 
walls of the shaft in an uncertain 
haze for the first 90 feet dawn. ! 
noticed the timber. supports were 
considerably scorched, but lower 
down this was less noticeable. 

“As I slowly descended I gave 
the signa] frequently to stop, hop- 
ing when I reached the depth to 
look into the galleries; but the 
steam was too dense. I did not see 
any bodies. When I reached the 
lower level at 310 feet my hands and 
feet began to be so numb I seemed 
to have lost the sense of feeling. I 
quickly gave the signal to ascend. 
Before I got to the top I felt rath- 
er queer and shouted, ‘I’m pretty 
near al] in,’ but the fresh air soon 
revived me. I hardly hoped to see 
any bodies. It is probable this air 
shaft has been cut off from the 
main shaft by the caving in of the 
walls.”

In his essay on “The Will to Believe,” William 
James said that the reason why so few sclen- 
tists eveh look at the evidence for telepathy was 
because they think, as a leading biologist once 
said, “that even if such a thing were true, scien- 
tists ought to band together to keep it. sup- 
pressed and concealed.” 

This was more than ten years ago. The page 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch telling of Lembroso’s 
dealings with the medium Busapia Paladino, and 
the fact that this medium has just been brought 
to the United Stetes to be studied by a number 
of scientists, indicates that the consensus of 

opinion in the scientific world has changed, not 
only in regard to telepathy, but as to a mass of 
queer phenomena at which the older scientists 








flooked askance. 


The reason for this change may, perhaps, be 
found in a remark by Prof: James in the essay 
named. Speaking of the extremely skeptical 
‘scientist who would have all psychical] research 
suppressed, he says: “But if this very man had 
been shown something which as a scientist he 
might do with telepathy, he might not only have 
examined the evidence, but even have found it 
good enough.” |

The ghost and all that implies becomes as friend- 
ly to his thinking as the theory of the conserva- 
tion of energy which it appears to contradict. And 
all because he has found uses for the new field 
of research.

edy for the baffling disease, 

In the Tufts treatment a vaccine com- 
posed of sterilized pneumonia germs or 
pneumococci is injected to conmtbat the 
disease. Only six out of thirty-four 
unpromising cases of pneumonia in 
which the remedy was used resulted fa- 
tally, while but two of forty-nine or- 
dinary cases so treated were lost.
